Naturally  it  was  not  news  !• 
the  readers  of  the  Baptist  Record 
to  read  in  the  October  1  issue  that 
the  over-aJl  expenses  of  the  For¬ 
eign  Mission  Board  were  only 
8  .VIO  per  cent.  That  means  that 
of  every  dollar  contributed  to  For¬ 
eign  Missions,  03  7H0  cents 

reached  the  field. 

Of  course,  all  of  us  have  heard 
those  who  give  very  little  to  for¬ 
eign  missions  and  have  less  sym¬ 
pathy  for  foreign  missions  growl 
about  the  overhead  expenses.  Some 
of  them,  without  cause  or  in- 
formation,  wake — I  lie  ridiculous 
statement  that  it  takes  90  cents 
out  of  a  dollar  to  send  money  to 
foreign  missions. 

To  all  such  sour-souled  people, 
we  suggest  that  they  read  the 
article  in  the  October  1  issue  of 
the  Baptist  Record  giving  a  de¬ 
tailed  statement  of  how  the  money 
go<-s. 

It  seems  to  us  that  spending 
6  3/10  cents  in  order  to  get  100 
cents  is  good  business  in  any  lan¬ 
guage.  It's  not  how  much  is  the 
overhead,  hut  how  much  does  the 
overhead  produce. 

Although  the  amount  was  small, 
yet  we  will  never  forget  attending 
an  association  a  few  years  ago. 
Our  expenses  amounted  to  $3.30. 
We  s{>oke  on  the  advantages  of 
the  Cooperative  Program.  When 
we  left  the  church  a  brother  ap¬ 
proached  us  ami'  said  that  he  now- 
had  a  better  understanding  of  the 
Cooperative  Program  and  wanted 
to  know  if  I  would  take  an  offer¬ 
ing  to  Baptist  Headquarters.  I 
told  him  that  I  would  be  glad  to 
do  so.  He  then  handed  me  a 
$20  bill.  Expenses  were  $3.30; 
offering.  $20.00;  net  gain,  $16.70. 

Any  business  mail  will  be  glad  to 
spend  $3.30  if  he  can  net  $16.70. 
The  same  thing  is  true  of  our 
■  Foreign  Roard.  as  well  as  our  other 
agencies.  Their  overhead  expenses 
bring  in  many,  many  times  the 
amount  so  used.

First:  That  the  affiliated,  six- 
state  Baptist  conventions,  organ¬ 
ized  and  promoted  by  the  Baptist 
General  Convention  of  Texas,  are 
sufficient  to  meet  all  of  our  Bap- 
,  tist  denominational  needs;  and 

Second:  Be  it  further  resolved, 
that  if  and  when  there  seems  to  be 
a  need  for  another  State  Conven¬ 
tion.  or  State  ORGANIZATION  of 
any  type  or  name,  that  the  pro¬ 
posals  be  studied  by  the  Executive 
Board  of  this  convention,  and  rec¬ 
ommended  by  it  to  the  Baptist 
General  Convention  of  Texas. 


What’s  Going 
On  Here? 

Dr.  H.  H.  McOIntv,  editor  of 
Missouri’s  Baptist  paper,  THE 
WORD  AND  W  AY,  as  are  many 
others,  is  greatly  concerned  about 
the  government’s  continuing  fa¬ 
vors  to  denominational  institu¬ 
tions  in  violation  of  the  principle 
of  the  separation  of  church  and 
state. 

Here’s  what  Dr.  McGttily  writes: 

‘  What’*  going  oo?  Here  is  a  news 
report  out  of  Spokane,  Washington, 
revealing  that  the  United  States  De¬ 
partment  of  Interior  has  donated  a 
640-acre  site  at  Copper  Center.  Alas¬ 
ka.  to  the  Roman  Catholics,  upon 
which  they  will  build  a  grade  school, 
a  high  school,  and  a  college. 

“Here  is  another  announcement, 
from  St  Louis  and  under  a  recent 
dateline,  that  the  United  States  De- 
-  partment  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  has  given  the  $2,000,000  Ma¬ 
rine  Hospital  at  Kirkwood  to  the  Sis¬ 
ters  of  St.  ‘  Joseph.  Hereafter,  the 
hospital  will  be  known  as  St.  Jos¬ 
eph's. 

"Immediately  many  questions  cla¬ 
mor  for  an  answer.  Why  .  were  not 
these  properties  sold,  and  not  give® 
away,  thus  conserving  some  of  the 
taxpayer's  investments? 

“Is  the  federal  government  going 
to  dbntinue  the  practice  of  giving 
away  valuable  properties  to  relig¬ 
ious  and  “charitable  institutions?  If 
so.  wbat  policy  will  govern  their 
distribution?

“There  are  several  religious 
groups  in  this  country  which  are  in 
the  school  and  hospital  business.

“This  is  another  of  these  questions 
which  bear  upon  the  relation  between 
church  and  sate.  Everyone  realizes 
the  importance  of  hospitals.  But

“Will  Southern  Baptists  follow 
through”?  has  been  a  question  in  thfc 
minds  of  many  since  the  Friday  night 
session  of  the  Convention  in  Houston 
last  May.

question  here  is,  “Will  the  agencies  of

our  publications  and  talk  about  "alien 
immersion,"  “open  communion”  or 
“open  church  membership”  when  K9% 
of  our  churches  say  these  are  unscrip- 
tural?  I  believe  most  of  the  small  mi¬ 
nority  (11%)  will  come  to  agree  with 
that  large  majority  (89%)  when  they 
are  properly  taught. 

If  the  “teaching  agencies”  of  our  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  Convention  will  follow 
through  according  to  the  instructions  of 
the  Convention,  I  believe  it  will  not  be 
long  until  there  will  be  no  need  of 
amendments  to  the  consitutions  of  our 
state  Baptist  conventions  or  to  the  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  Convention  denying 
churches  that  accept  alien  immersion  or 
practice  open  communion  representa¬ 
tion  in  our  conventions.  It  should  not  be" 
a  difficult  undertaking  to  teach  our  peo¬ 
ple  that  when  a  Baptist  church  accepts 
something  un-scriptural,  that  does  not 
make  it  scriptural.  If  our  teaching  agen¬ 
cies  do  not  faithfully  carry  out  the  ex¬ 
pressed  wish  and  instructions  of  the 
Convention,  then  God  only  knows  how 
soon  and  how  serious  the  hurt  may  be 
that  may  come  to  the  unity  and  progress 
of  our  Southern  Baptist  work!

Surely  it  would  not  be  out  of 
line  for  the  88%  of  our 'churches  that 
are  yet  true  to  the  teachings  of  the 
New  Testament  on  the  ordinances  to 
request  that  we  have  lessons  in  our 
Sunday  School  and  Training  Union  quar¬ 
terlies  setting  forth  the  time  honored 
position  to  Baptists  on  these  matters! 
Why  should  we  be  afraid  to  go  before 
the  people’  in  pulpit,  class  room  in 
church  or  to  a  Baptist  school  and  to 


nances  in  the  light  of  present  aay  con¬ 
ditions'”  Hie  committee  complied  with 
the  expressed  wish  of  the  Convention 
and  in  its  survey  found  that  5%  of  the 
churches  affiliating  with  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  practice  what  is  or¬ 
dinarily  termed  “open  communion”  and 
(hat  11%%  of  the  churches  accept  mem¬ 
bers  to  full  fellowship  who  have  been 
Immersed  by  other  bodies  than  Baptist 
churches.  This  situation  certainly  makes 
it  important  that  we  follow  through  with 
the  instructions  of  the  Convention! 

3.  The  unity  and  future'  of  our  Con¬ 
vention  make  R  important  that  we  fol¬ 
low  through  with  these  instructions. 
Baptists,  in  the  main,  will  accept  the 
truth  when  it  “is  taught  them.  It  is  my

dent  and  for  afl  other  Baptist  students 
who  are  preparing  for  apecial  religious 
work  in  any  field  of  service  In  addition 
to  this  I  think  every  Baptist  school 
%bu)d  have  a  series  of  lectures  an  the 
subject  every  year  and  that  all  stu¬ 
dents-  should -be  urged  to  attend,  them. 
Of  course  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  can  claim  control  owly  over  the 
schools  owned  by  the  Convention,  tort 
every  state  convention  owned  and  oper¬ 
ated  Baptist  school  should  cooperate  to 
growing  a  greater  Baptist  program.
